freely speak his mind concerning 
governmental policies; that criticism 
of political ar.d military methods 
and measures has never been denied 
the citizen, because such criticism 
tended to maintain the health of 
the republic. 
Congress had 
only 


once, up to 1917, created an army 
in any other way than by voluntary 
enlistment, and it might have de- 
cided to adopt the usual method at 
that time. Discussion of the wisdom 
of such a course was a duty as well 
as a privilege. 


His proceeds to cite the fact' that 


the Minnesota statute was in em- 
barrassing conflict with the federal 
espionage act, which did not "pro- 
hibit the teaching of any doctrine." 
And he concluded that this Minne- 
sota law, far, from maintaining the 
authority of the nation in its time 
of war, was a stumbling block to na- 
tional unity and efficiency because 
it brought forward unconstitutional 
limitations upon the liberty of the 
citizen, thereby diminishing the pos- 
sible value set upon citizenship.

Espionage Act 


Walter NeUes in The Nation Shows How Convictions Under 


it Violate the First Amendment to the Constitution 


•pH'E first act of Senator La FoUette in congress is to intro- 
1 
duce a bill repealing the vicious section III of the espionage 


act which has been used- so effectively to suppress free speech, 
the freedom of the press, the right of lawful assembly and 
which has sent so many citizens to prison and ruined and driven 
out of business many independent Newspapers. 


The senator has also in preparation another bill removing 


the arbitrary power which was given the postmaster general tc 
say what kind of newspapers shall be circulated through the 
mails. 


These measures will bring up a nation-wide discussion of 


Ihe fundamental rights of citizenship, rights which are guaran- 
teed in our constitution but which have beer, nullified by the 
courts. 


Walter Nelles points out in an article in The Nation that our 


loss of civil liberty is due to what he calls the "COWED MIND." 
Everybody hates persecutions IN GENERAL. But few persons 
will say so in any PARTICULAR CASE in opposition to an im- 
agined contrary opinion. Thus Mr. Nelles explains how a com- 
paratively small number of persons have been able to carry out 
a regime of repression of free speech and press notwithstanding 
the constitutional provisions guaranteeing them. 


Cruel as has been the enforcement of the espionage act in 


many cases Mr. Nelles says, that without making light of the 
suffering of imprisonment, he believes the act has done more 
harm to people out of jail, than to those in jail. 


Fear of punishment for political heresy has wrought great 


injury to the commonwealth by the perversion and suppression 
of public opinion. It is almost impossible to find men who will 
say publicly what they really think, 


Mr. Nelles' article shows that convictions under the espion- 


age act have in many cases been secured by what he calls "an 
act of faith" on the part of jurymen. The law forbids "wilful 
obstruction of the recruiting or enlistment service of the United 
States to the injury of the service, or of the United States." But 
it is not necessary to prove that any such wilful obstruction 
ACTUALLY OCCURRED. Juries are told that they must con- 
vict, if the utterances or writing of the accused had in their 
opinion A TENDENCY TO PRODUCE the "obstruction" which 
was forbidden. 


Many persons were convicted and sent to prison for utter- 


ances very similar to that of President Wilson, in a speech at St. 
Louis, on September 5, 1919, when he said: 


"Why my fellow citizens is there any man here, or woman, 


who does not know that the seed of war in the modern world is 
industrial and commercial rivalries? This war was a commer- 
cial and industrial war." 


Now had President Wilson been arrested and indicted for 


saying this, the court and the prosecuting attorney would have 
argued that the war was a war to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy, and to end all future wars, and that for this purpose 
it was not difficult to carry on recruiting and enlistment. But 
if the people believe that plutocratic influences were back of the 
war they would not stand for supporting the United States in 
the work of recruiting and enlistment. And consequently the 
jury would find President Wilson guilty of saying things which 
were injurious to the United States in prosecuting the war. 


Mr. Nelles points out that in this way there was re-estab- 


lished a form of "constructive crimes" of exactly the same spe- 
cies as the old English crimes of seditious libel and constructive 
treason which were exactly the things which the framers of the 
first amendment of our constitution intended to make forever 
impossible in this country. 


Civil liberty was never more important than today when 


wage workers and working farmers are taking a greateri inter- 
est in social, political and economic reforms than ever before. 
And if improved conditions are to be brought about, in an or- 
derly way, by legislative reforms we must do away with sedition 
trials which fwter hatred and REVOLUTION by the intimida- 
tion which they promote.
